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President Milliken confident with budget proposal

James B. Milliken, president of the 
University of Nebraska system, released 
a statement Thursday addressing the 
governor’s recent budget proposals. 

Milliken was satisfied with some points 
of the biennial budget announcement and 
appeared to need time to reflect on other 
points. 

“I am pleased the governor 
recommended funding a salary increase 
for NU employces, as well as some level 
of operational expenses, including health 
insurance, worker’s compensation and 
utilities,” Milliken stated in a press release, 

Tam hopeful that the state will invest 
more in necd-based financial aid in order 
to insure that all of Nebraska's citizens have 
access to the benefits of higher education.” 

Thursday morning the Nebraska 
governor and lieutenant — governor 
also announced their biennial budget 
recommendations for NU, including a 4.4 
percent increase for fiscal year 2005-2006 
and a 4.1 percent increase for fiscal year 


2006-2007. The funding is used by UNO, 
the University of Nebraska-Kearney, the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, and the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center. 

NU received the highest proposed 
increase from last year out of all of the 
state’s public higher education institutions. 
The Nebraska State College system, made 
up of Peru, Wayne and Chadron State 
college received a proposed 4.3 percent 
increase, and community colleges received 
a 39 percent increase. 

Govemor MikeJohannsand Lieutenant 
Governor Dave Heineman proposed $416 
million in funding for the 2005-2006 fiscal 
year and $433 million in funding for the 
2006-2007. 

While the proposed funding increase 
was greater than most in recent yeas, it 
was lower than the 5.6 percent increase 
originally proposed by Johanns and 
Heineman. 

According to Milliken if tax receipts 
exceed projections, he has been given 
“every reason to be optimistic that some 
of the university's other priorities may be 
addressed.” 


These other priorities include several 
requests made by the University of 
Nebraska System that were not granted. 
This includes a $3 million request to 
expand the Program of Excellence, part 
of the strategic plan introduced in 2000 to 
improve strong academic programs. 

Inaddition, two$1 millionrequests were 
not granted; one to improve recruitment of 
minority and female professors and another 
to increase need-based financial aid. 

“The state has a compelling interest to

help the university recruit and retain top | 
faculty, which is why we are seeking funds 


to establish an endowed professorship 
program, and to attract more women and 
minority faculty,” Milliken stated. 

Milliken concluded his response to 
the budget proposal by thanking governor 
Johanns for his support of the University 
of Nebraska system) and wishing him 


success in his new Position as Secretary of 


Agriculture.

The Board of Regents visited UNO‘s

UNO’s campus visit activities included 
a presentation by Linda Mannering, director 
of institutional research, about the profile of 
a current UNO student, a presentation by 
affiliate chapter of Public Relations 
Student Society of America and a the profile 
of ‘Tomorrow's UNO Students’ was presented 
by Neal Topp and Neal Grandgenette from 
the College of Education. 

The Board of Regents committees met in 
the afternoon. 

The Regents meeting the following 
morning resulted in two new appointments, 
the passing of recommendations regarding 
honorary degrees, the passing of a resolution 
creating anew degree at UNL and the passing 
of recommendations regarding gender equity, 

Mannering’s profile of the UNO student 
summarized interviews of UNO students and 
graduates, According to Mannering’s report, 
UNO graduates are satistied with the goals 
that UNO faculty continuously strives for: 

1. ‘lo teach students to develop the 
ability to think clearly 

2. To prepare students for employment 
after collegt 

3. To enhance knowledge 
appreciation of diversity 

4. To prepare students for graduate or 
advanced education. 

According to Mannering’s report, 92 
percent of graduates polled are satisfied with 
goal one, 87 percent feel that they can compete 
with graduates of other schools, aligning the 
response with goal two. About 78 percent 
of the graduates say they have a greater 
appreciation of diversity and 84 percent are 
prepared for graduate education. 

UNO students are most satisfied with the 
academics and courses and are least satisfied 
with UNO’s parking. 

Approximately 60 percent of UNO 
students are transfer students and a majority 
graduate within five total years of college, 
according to Mannering’s report. 

Public Relations Student Society of 
America gave a presentation on their award 
winning organ donor campaign, ‘It’s Good 
to Care, Better to Share.” The UNO PRSSA 
won first place in the National Organ Donor 
Awareness competition in October of 2004,

On a frigid, windswept day in 
January, Sara Pirtle’s office seems to be in 
the wrong place. 

The phetos of people in a tropical 
climate that dot her mid-Omiaha office are 
incongruous with the snowy, landlocked 
environment outside her windows. 

In 1995, Pirtle, along with a group 
of first-year medical students, formed 
SAGE -- the Student Alliance for Global 
Health. SAGH is today an organization 
of University of Nebraska Medical Center 
students, faculty and staff who have 
dedicated: significant portions of their 
lives to improving the health of people 
living beyond U.S. borders. 

This vear, five groups of UNMC 
students will spend their spring break in 
Jamaica, Nicaragua, Guatemala and South 
Dakota Sioux Indian communities. 

Pirtle is the coordinator — of 
International Studies and Programs for the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center, 
which is linked to UNO's International 
Studies program. She works just under 

Thomas Gouttierre, the program's 
renowned dean at UNO. 

One of the = most — notable 
responsibilities of her job is traveling with 
SAGH to some of the poorest regions 
of Central America and to Jamaica to 
provide free health care to local people. 

In these regions that future health 
care providers from) a world class 
medical training center have — the 
opportunity to help some of the world’s 
poorest communities. The studeats give 
vaccinations, perform minor surgery, 
educate and most importantly, provide 
some of the natives with their first health 
check up in years, and, perhaps life. 

Inan environment without electricity 
and trash pick-up, where open fires 
provide the heat to cook and to burn 
trash, the inhabitants are “ready for us,” 
Pirtle said, 

Malarta is prevalent and pure water 
is not. Diarrhea is the leading killer of 
children in Nicaragua. 

For University of Nebraska medical 
students accustomed to lavish lecture 
auditoriums equipped with leather 
chairs and microphones, the poverty 
and primitive conditions they encounter 
in Nicaragua and Jamaica seem worlds 


To ensure

including basic

students about international health and 
travel. 

“I think to be fair to our host country, 
we need to meet them as much as we 
can on their terms and understand what 
they’ve been through,” Pirtle said. 

Joanna Quigley, a second-year 
medical student at UNMC and President 
of SAGH, has been contacted by other 
medical universities seeking insight into 
the group’s mission, 

Quigley accompanied one of the 
groups to Nicaragua in 2004, She said the 
trips instill a broadened, worldly point of 
view that transcends health. 

“You're providing a service, but 
you're also gaining perspective on 
different health care systems, different 
cultures and different ideas about what it 
means to be sick and what it means to be 
well,” Quigley said. “You certainly leave 
feeling lucky to have the privileges and 
resources that we do.”

have come to expect UNMC students 
to be there, setting up shop in their 
neighborhoods, houses, clinics and 
churches. 

“We are recognized as a leader in 
the United States for what 
we do in the global arena,” 
Pirtle said. 

The global arena is 
in particular need of the 
SAGH. For almost 500 
years, Jamaica has been 
a social and physical 
battleground — between 
rebelling slaves and slave 
owners and disease. More 
recently, Jamaica has 
faced economic problems 
since its independence in 
1962. In the mid-1970s, 
the country’s inflation 
rate soared to 50 percent, 
and unemployment 
skyrocketed. Civil war

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slums of Kingston, Jamaica’s largest city. 

Nicaragua, by comparison, has 
endured an even harsher recent history. 
Beginning in 1981, the country depleted 
most of its resources attempting to 
survive a U.S. embargo and counter an 
U.S.-funded insurgency. 

In 1998, Hurricane Mitch swept 
across the Atlantic side of Central 
America, washing out roads and bridges 
in Nicaragua and killing more than 10,000 
people. 

Although these developing countries 
seem to be far from implementing 
successful economic model from which 
to provide the groundwork for ridding 
their inhabitants of poverty, the students 
of SAGH do not feel that their efforts are 
futile. 

Pirtle remains hopeful, because she 
sees some of the same communities each 
year. Each visit is a chance to improve 
on the group’s success from the previous 
year. Students of SAGH, in a small way, 
are single-handedly improving lives in 
some areas by way of health care. 

“We help sustain it,” Pirtle said. 

Perhaps it’s the same moral fiber 
that compelled these students to become 
doctors in the first place that pushes them 
to improve the lives of people thousands 
of miles away. 

“There's definitely an altruistic 
element,” Quigley said. “When you come 
away from it you often feel as if you gave 
more than you took.”

Web site that compares dozens of the 
various hangover remedies currently 
on the market. 

Products purportedly designed 
to cure or prevent the morning-after 
wobblies have been on the market for 
nearly a decade, but in the past few 
years there has been an explosion in 
the availability of hangover remedies. 
Magazine acs, Web sites and television 
commercials tout the headache- and 
nausea-busting properties of pills with 
names such as Chaser, RU-21, Drinkers 
Champion and, our favorite of the lot, 
Unele Rummie’s Hangover Helper. But 
do they work? And if so, how? These 
are the questions that HangoverReview. 
com sets out to answer, with reviews 
of 35 over-the-counter remedies, a 
handy comparative price chart of all 
the products and a list of tips to prevent 
hangovers without any fancy-shmancy 
herbal concoctions (think aspirin and 
lots of water). 

In recent years, a decrease in the 
intensity of my New Year’s Eve revelry 
has meant fewer New Year’s Days 
praying for a quick and merciful death 
and a reduction in the number of quickly 


broken resolutions to never again! 
touch the hard stuff. Unfortunately, 
my love of heavily tannic red wines ' 
and my increasing sensitivity to the , 
cogeners and impurities in alcoholic 
beverages means that even drinking 
in moderation is no guarantee of a 
consequence-free day after.

bucks for causes

The rubber is hitting the wrist-- 
hard. 

Modeled after the ubiquitous yellow 
Lance Armstrong “LIVESTRONG” 
rubber wristband that supports cancer 


“research, charities across the country 


are selling spinoff bracelets. And many 
can’t keep up with demand: 

Two teens selling $5 blue bracelets 
to aid the New York hospital that treats 
their juvenile diabetes sold 10,000 in 
four weeks. 

Children With Diabetes ran out of 
their $5 red bracelets, recently back- 
ordering 10,000, 

Even Target temporarily sold out 
of a pink band it sells online to support 
breast cancer research, 

“It’s almost like the spread of a 
virus,” says Dr. Daniel Howard, who 
chairs the marketing department at 
Southern Methodist University’s Cox 
School of Business. “It’s the thing to do, 
to wear a bracelet to express yourself, 
your causes, your beliefs.” 

Experts say the fad combines a hip 
fashion statement with the goodness 
of giving to charity which has, itself, 
become hip. 

“Every now and again, one of these 
things will happen, and nobody quite 
expects it,” says Robert Thompson, a 
professor of popular culture at Syracuse 
University. 

He compares the fad to knotted 
friendship bracelets in the mid-1990s, 
prisoner-of-war bracelets during

A student at) New York’s 
Manhattanville College iaunched 
an adopt-a-soldier campaign with a 
“starter kit” that includes a red bracelet 
saving “MY SOLDIER.” Austin-based 
Herobracelets.org offers another 
military option, selling $7 aluminum 
bands engraved with the name of a 
solider killed in Iraq. 

Astudent group at Yavneh Academy 
in Dallas sold 2,700 blue $3 bracelets in 
their first four days, supporting a camp 
in Israel for children with 
killed by terrorists. 

The Greater Dallas Chapter of the 
Juvenile Diabetes Research Foundation 
hopes to begin widespread sales in 
January of $2 orange bracelets saving 
“MAX-LIFE.” The brainchild of a St. 
Louis couple whose son, Max Rowe, has 
the disease, the initial run of 5,000 sold 
out before the first shipment arrived. 
Now more than 200,000 have sold. 

And the buyers keep coming. 
Sixteen-year-old Carolyn Comer of 
Dallas says she was one of the last 
people at Ursuline Academy to get a 
LIVESTRONG bracelet. She also wears 
one for leukemia research and another 
from a local school. 

“They're cool to look at, and they're 
a symbol for something,” she says. “I 
never take them off.”

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RoJA's Mexican Grill a red-hot experience

Going out to the same restaurant 
every time you eat gets boring. Well, 
there’s a new restaurant in Omaha for 
you to try. 

Located in west Omaha, RoJA‘s 
Mexican Grill and Margarita Bar is the 
newest Mexican restaurant in town. It 
is locally owned and is the only one 
around, 

RoJA’s is a great place for going on a 
date or a night out with friends. It offers a 
contemporary Mexican style atmosphere, 
complete with a live mariachi band that 
performs on an elevated platform. 

The scenery is unique with five 
different displays of mini-waterfalls 
throughout the restaurant. The red and 
orange colored walls give the atmosphere 
a bright, Mexican-style feeling: The open 
kitchen ensures that your food is being 
cooked safely, There are also three cozy 
fireplaces throughout the restaurant, 
giving it that relaxing, home feeling. 
During the warmer months, they even 
have a covered patio, so you can enjoy the 
great outdoors while eating, 

There is no need to purchase 
appetizers, RoJA’s gives you the first 
round of salsa on them, and additional 


chips are 99 cents. You can also get chips 
and three rounds of salsa for $2.99. The 
chips come freshly baked and plenty 
salty. There are two different kinds of 
salsa. The first one is called Salsa Roja, 
it’s a mild salsa that has a little zip to it. 
The second one is called Salsa Verde, that 
is much spicier, but not hot enough to 
where your mouth is on fire. 

While I sampled a little bit of 
everyone's food at my table, I ordered the 
beef quesadilla ($5.99). It was made of two 
homemade flour (or corn) tortillas stuffed 
with chicken, guacamole, pico de gallo, 
melted Monterrey jack and Chihuahua 
cheese (not the dog). You can also add 
tomatoes, mushrooms, onions, jalapenos 
or spinach for an additional 69 cents each. 
The quesadillas came out sizzling, The 
shells were a little crispy and there was a 
little spice to them. 

One of the other items I sampled 
was the chimichanga ($8.99), one of 
their Mexican specialties. If came with 
a crispy shell, and was smothered with 
a spicy-tangy sauce. It includes your 
choice of ground sirloin or chicken, The 
chimichanga comes with guacamole, chili 
con queso, pico de gallo, sour cream and 
Mexican rice. 

My favorite item had to be their beef 
enchilada ($8.69). It, too, was stuffed with 


meat and covered with cheese. The sauce 
was a bit different than some of your 
typical Mexican restaurants, it was tangy 
and spicy. It came with Mexican rice and 
refried beans.

With nearly six full days to let 
the bad taste sit, the now No. 14 -falling 
six spots after the loss- Fighting Sioux 
prepared more than enough to overcome 
the Mavericks, winning 86-58. 

While UNO kept it close early, 
scoring first and holding four leads, the 
Mavs could not hold off UND for too 
long. In the first five minutes, UNO took 
a 10-7 lead with four different players 
scoring. Lindsey Peterson scored twice, 
including the bucket to go up three, and 
Carlye Jones blocked two shots in six 
seconds. 

North Dakota responded as Amy 
Mahlum and Kristi Boese converted 
back-to-back 3-pointers inside 30 
seconds to spawn an 11-0 run. UNO 
never recovered, 

The Sioux built up to a 26-point lead 
in the first half, but went into the locker 
room with a 22-point advantage. Sara 
Myers and LaCheryl Prince each scored 
to cut the deficit before halftime. A Karen 
Thies’ jumper and Jones ‘layup, after the 
break, completed the other half of the 
8-0 run. 

North Dakota built an 84-47 lead
